The alley nay would 
be 250 feet long and provide 
more parkins; space. Cost S J 1.585. 
Cost does not include anv con- 
demnations that would he neces- 
sary. 

3. Widen Haverford Ave. be- 
tween Narberth and N\ Wynne- 
wood Aves. This would include 
taking up the sidewalk on the 
South side of Haverford Ave. 
between Essex and Narberth 
Aves. in order to widen Haver- 
ford Ave. four fret. Tlie work 
would mean (he repaying of four 
feet of Haverford Ave., between 
Essex and Wynncu-notl Ave., 
thus giving Haverford Ave. a 30- 
foot cartway. Also, it would en- 
tail building a stone wall to hold 
back the embankment of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. Cost 
S14.0G7. 

4. Enlarge a v. c ommndalions 
and facilities of (ho Commun- 
ity Building by adding a second 
story which would provide new 
cloak rooms, adequate lavatory 
facilities and a kitchen. The 
library would be moved to the 
second floor and an enlarged 
auditorium would bo on the first 
floor. Cost Sfifl.OOO. 

5. Construct a new two-story 
borough hall on property owned 
by the borough at 102 Conway 
Ave. A house and barn on the 
property now arc used for a 
child health center and a base- 
ball locker room. Plans for the 
new borough ball call for a. 
larger counci meeting room with 
better accommodations for the 
public, headquarters for the po- 
lice, a fire department, offices 
works, borough secretary, health 
for the superintendent of public 
department, building department 
and tax collector. The present 
borough hall is owned by the 
Narberth Eire Company. Cost.

Rescue of 10 Men Near Truk

Lt. (j.g.i John Burns, 24, of! 
Wynnewood, was the hero in an 
amazing rescue story reported in 
news despatches last week. Ac- 
cording to an Associated Press re- 
port from a U. S. carrier off Truk. 
on April 30, two American tor- 
pedo planes were shot down by- 
Japanese anti-aircraft guns; then 
a dive bomber, then two fighters. 
Ten men splashed out of their 
planes and climbed onto rubber 
lift rafts, but the tide and rising 
wind carried them toward the 
beach on Truk atoll and capture 
or death. 

Then Lt. Burns, with Radio- 
man Aubrey J. Gill, of San Fran- 
cisco, in the rear seat, landed his 
tiny Kingfisher catapult plane , 
near the men. A Kingfisher is so , 
small it can carry only three men. 
including the pilot and radioman. | 
in a pinch. Burns told the fliers: 
"Grab ahold, but hang on to 
your life rafts." 

The ten men clambered on. 
They clung to the pontoons, the 
wings, the fuselage. Life rafts 
dangled from wings and tail. As 
the overloaded Kingfisher raced 
away, shore guns opened up. but 
Lt. Commander Richard Harmer, 
of Tacoma. Wash., dived his fight- 
er plane on the Jap guns to si- 
lence them and give the airmen 
a chance to get away. 

For about three hours, the King- 
fisher bumped along over the 
waves: rising into the air with 
that load was impossible, of course. 
Finally a rescue ship came along 
the Eastern shore. Navy fighter 
planes screened the American 
ship as it slowed down to take 
the 12 men off the battered and 
ruined Kingfisher which was then 
sunk.
